President Eisenhower told Dr 
Mossadegh it: would not bo .fair 
for the United States’ to ~ grant 
more cconomic aid until Persia 
had reached ogreement to pay 
adequate ‘compensation to the 
Anglo-Iranian Oi! Company for 
the loss of its nationalised pro- 
pertics and oll revenues. 

Mr Eisenhower sald it was 
not thought reasonable in the 
United Slates that Persia 
should be prepared to pay 
compensation merely for Anglo- 
Iranian’s properties in Persia. 

He called on Dr Mossadegh 
to submit the compensation 
issuc to a neutral internatlonal 


body. 

THE LETTER

Mr Lavrenti Beria, Soviet Minister of 
the Interior, has been dismissed from_the 
Soviet Communist Party, according to a Tass 


Soviet News Agency message received 


London today. 
This said he was 


dismissed as an enemy 


of the Party and of the Sovlet people. 

Tass said this announcement was print- 
ed in today's Soviet press in the form of a 
communique from the Central Committee 
of the Soviet Communist Party. — 

- The decision to exclude Beria from the Party 
was taken at a recent meeting of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party’s Central Committe@ at which the 
Soviet Prime Minister, Mr Georgi Malenkov, re- 
ported on criminal and ‘anti-Party and anti-State 
activities aimed at undermining the Soviet State 
in the interests of foreign capital, Tass said. 


Tass reported that today's 
Sovict papers published the fol- 
lowing announcement: 

“In view of the fact that the 
erlminal and antl-State activities 
of Beria, directed ot under- 
mining the Sovict State in the 
interests of foreign capital, have 
recently been seviewod, the 
Presidium of the USSR and the 
Supreme Sovict, after examin- 
ing the report of -the USSR 
Council of Ministers on this 
question, hag decided: 

1. To remove L. P. Beria 
from the post of the first 
Deputy Chairman of the USSR 
Council of Ministers and from 


the post of Minister for Home } 


Affairs of the USSR;: 

2. The case of the criminal 
activides of L. P. Beria to be 
handed over for examination to 
the Supreme Court of the 
USSR.” 

Tass reported that Sergel 
Nikiforovich Kruglov has been 
appointed Sovict Minister © of 
Home Affairs (Interior) in 
place of Mr Beria. 


Beria was not as much in the 
limelight as Marshal Stalin, 
Molotov or Malenkov, and 
seldom, if ever, travelled abroak 
Although he was a member of 
the five-man State Defence 
Committee (tho Inner War 
Cabinet) during World. War I, 
he seldom made headlines in the 
Western press, 


Mr Beria became the No, 2 
man in the Kremlin hierarchy 
on Stalin's death, His where- 
abouts had been subject of 
speculation since Moscow Jate jn 
June released a list of 12 top 
men which did not contals Mr 
Berla’s name. -

went to'the Bolshol Theatre in 
Moscow on June.26 to see a new 
opera called the Decembrists, 
based on the uprising against 
zarist autocracy In St. Peters- 
burg in 1825. .

Stockholin, July 9. 

The world’s women were urged 
today to support. and = spre 
Inowledge of work of the 
United Nations to combat 
apathy towards UNO affairs. 

Miss. Ruth, Tomlinson of Bri- 
tain, chairman of the Interna- 
tional Federation, of Busincss 
and Professional Women's 
United Nations Committee, told 
a Federation Congress here: 

“There {sy in some quarters a 
feellng of tiredness ond cynicism 
in cunncction with the United 
Nations. This’ js partly be- 
cause we expected too much too 
quickly and partly because of 
ignorance of what the United 
Natlons are really doing. 

“Such feelings are danger- 
ous,” she declared, “because 
they are capable of killing the 
finest organisation ever evolved 
and Killing {t more surely than 
any open dpposition”. 

The President of the Federa- 
tion, Dambd Caroline Haslett of 
Britain, presided ot today’s scs- 
sion.—Reuter, :

Statistics are practically unknown in 


Gibraltar, and until quite recently it was impossible 
‘to get any figures of imports and exports: Gibral- 
tar is traditionally a free port and it was not until 
import and export licensing was introduced during 
“the recent war that any attempt was made to com- 


pile figures. 


Gibraltar residents havo never 
before been called on to declare 
their Income, Except for moat 
businessmen, the ‘people in 
xeneral have not | bothered to 
record their income, even for 
private purposes, 

Because the income situation 
in Gibraltar is unknown, 1953 
can be considered as an ex- 
perimental year. A token figure 
of only £20,009. has been set 
down as the yield of Income- 
tex in the Gibraltar Budgct for 
1953, This is half the product 
in earlier years of the suppress 
cd trades tax, because in 1953 
taxpayers will poy only the first 
instalment of tax, in respect wot 
the year of assessment 1953-54. 
Thos second-instalment in re- 
spect of that year, and the ‘first 
instalment In respect of the 
succeeding year of asscssment, 
will be payablo in 1954.
